INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
WEDNESDAY OCTOBER 13, 2004 — 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 128 new fires reported. Very high to extreme fire
indices were reported in California and Nebraska.

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS:

HURRICANE FRANCES / IVAN RESPONSE, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA).
A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Muir) is assigned. The Team is managing a base camp at
Saufley Field Naval Air Station in Pensacola, FL.

NORTHERN CALIFORNIA AREA LARGE FIRES:

RUMSEY, California Department of Forestry & Fire Protection (CDF), Sonoma-Lake Napa Unit. A
CDF Type 1 Incident Management Team (Streblow) is assigned. This fire is 18 miles south of
Williams, CA in brush. Poor accessibility and strong winds have hampered suppression efforts.
Wind-driven fire behavior on the southwest flank was observed.

POWER, Eldorado National Forest. A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Wendt) is assigned.
This fire is 28 miles southeast of Pollock Pines, CA in brush and timber. Increased fire activity
resulted from strong winds over the fire area and spotting throughout the night.

OUTLOOK:

Red Flag Warning: For Eureka, Sacramento, and Monterey areas through midday Wednesday
for moderate or stronger northeast to east winds, low relative humidity levels, and generally poor
relative humidity recovery for mid-slope and above.

Weather Discussion: High pressure over the Pacific Northwest and low pressure off the southern
California coast will produce warm, dry weather for most of the West.

FIRE NOT SCOUTED AND SIZED UP

Watchout Situation #1 comes up during initial attack and every time resources arrive at a fire.

& Before taking action on the fire, the following considerations must be addressed:

e Can you personally observe the fire or must you use scouts? Describe ways you can
scout and size up a fire.

e Do you know the location of the fire perimeter? Discuss situations in which the fire
perimeter may not be obvious. (Spotty fires, etc.)

e Do you know the direction of fire spread? When isn’t the direction of fire spread
obvious? (Wind shifts, spotty fires, etc.)

e Does the direction of fire spread increase risk? Talk about situations where you may
have to approach the head of the fire. (Hiking down from a helispot, approaching from
an existing road, switching winds, etc.)

e Do you know the fuels and their condition? What kind of information will you assume
from what you already know about fuel types? (Spot fires in fir, extreme fire potential in
flashy fuels, etc.)

& Continued from above...

e Do topographic hazards exist? What can you assume from what kind of terrain the fire
covers? (Slope, chimneys, aspect, etc.)

e Does enough information exist to establish a plan of attack? When do you have enough
information to begin fighting fire? What do you need to know?

e Do other dangers exist? Have you talked about factors specific to the area you are
working in? (Hunters in the woods, drought, snag patches, etc.)

& To reduce the risks:

e Post lookouts until the fire is sized up and escape routes and safety zones are
established.

e Retreat if the situation is too complex. Review fires where you had to wait until the area
in which you were assigned to work was scouted and sized up before you were allowed
onto the fireline.
